It is recorded that the number of 


union soldiers captured by the confed- 
erates during tbe rebellion was 212,003. 
The number of confederates captured by 
union troops WAS 476,189. Tho number of 
the union troops who died while prison- 
ers was 29,725, or a little more than one 
in seven ot all captured. The number 
of confederates who died iu prison was 
20,774, or rory nearly one in eighteen. 


TfTB DBFS AT OF JBRAGU. 


General Bragg's personal enemy (has 


won a victory which strikes fle»p at the 
feelings of the little general. After tak- 
ing 216 ballots in the congressional con- 
vention at Waukesha, a Washington 
county delegate deserted O'Moara and 
wont over to Delaney, which gave ths 
latter the nomination. 


The outcome ot this convention will 


surprise the public, for it was *iot deemed 
possible that either Bragg or Delaney 
could receive tbe nomination. But un- 
fortunately for Bragg he had a false 
friend in the convention, and at a time 
when the general had the strongest hope 
that he might defeat the machinations, 
this political Judas betrayed him, and 
the man aboye all others that he hoped 
to see sink into defeat was crowned 
with victory. This was one of 
tbe 


bitterest defeats General Bragg has ever 
experienced, 
It ia a hundred times 


' worse than that of four years ago be- 
cinse at that time there was no disgrace- 
ful bargain haunting him in defeat and 
besides a personal friend received the 
nomination. But now the memories of 
B dishonorable sale ot political influence 
and the victory ot a personal enemy fll 
his mind and make tbe result of the 
convention all tho more galling. 


The opinion will generally prevail tbat 


the Second district convention did an 
unwise thing in nomicatiag Delaney. It 
one of the parties to tbe bargain and sale 
of two years ago bad to be nominated, it 
should have been Bragg. He has ten 
times the ability of Delaney, has a na- 
tional reputation, and oan do something 
in congress, whereas Delaney is a man 
of ordinary ability, Hud will never rite 
»bi?ve the standard ot a scheming"poli- 
tician. 


General Bragg is exceedingly unfortu- 


nate ia hia political career. He is a man 
ot splendid attainments, and if be bad 
unshaken political integrity he would 
reach one of the highest positions in con- 
gress. But he lacks moral force, and 
thinks that trafficking and dickering in 
pnblio office is the legitimate business 
of a democratic congressman, 
, He has 


received his reward, and Delaney should 
have received his iu the same kind that 
fell to Bragg. This would have been a 
condemnation of the attempt to sell tbe 
votes of the district at snob a price as 
suoh men as Bragg anil Dolaney might 
see fit to put upon them. 


A FLATTERING 
COUPL1XBXT. 


The New York Evening Post is a 


mugwump paper. It rarely ever says 
anything go»d of a republican 
cffioial, 


and so far thn year it has not eeen fit to 
endorse the action of any republican 
»tate convention, except that of Wiscon- 
sin. What it does say is well worth 
reading and remembering In these times 
when party platforms, as a rule, say a 
good deal and mean very little. Here is 
the Pest's artic'e: 


"The republican state convention of 


Wisconsin was a very notable gathering 
and th« platform adopted by it is one ot 
the best, if not tbe very best, of the pres 
out year. The decisive tone ot its dec- 
larations against the anarchical doctrines 
that led to the Milwaukee riots leaves 
nothing to lie desired, and contrasts 
finely with the timid utterances of the 
Illinois republicans oc the same subject. 
The same strong language runs through 
the whole discourse.

pla:e ot it the honest statement, "that 
while their dovotion to the principles 
upon which their pirty was founded, and 
for [which it has so glorious!? and suc- 
oesatnlly contended, is uadiminished, 
recognizes the fact that in the progress of 
society ncw^onditionsand new questions 
are constantly arising which it is the 
duty of political parties to meet and to 
attempt to settle in the manner most 
conducive to public welfare." We note 
njso the absence of any plank in favor ot 
the present ttnff or of my protective 
tariff, l^oristbere uny game ot false 
pretenses with the liquor question. The 
republicans of Wisconsin say exactly 
what they moan on this subject, and what 
they s»y is so true that wo commend it to 
all politicians, both republican and dem- 
ocrats, who ara ia trouble about their 
platform?, viz:

Ryan's weight 
irasgivan'at 3LO, whilo Glover stripped at 
tSS. Glover appeared to bo in flno form, whilo 
Paddy appeared to have too much fat about 
uis inusdos, notwithstanding tl.o sovoro train- 
ing ha hod been subjected to. 
Time was 


called tit 10:23 p. m., and Immediately tho 
men closed in a clinch, -which lasted until tho 
•ml of tho round. Glover threw up his hands 
once to show his -willingness to obey tho 
referee's order to break tho dead-lock, but 
Ryan smashed him in tho tooth, and that 
settled it. The men hammered away at each 
other right and loft until somo ouo shoutod 
"Time," and then both took thoir soats. 


There was no change in tho second round. 


No sooner had time boon called than Ryan 
throw himself on his antagonist and triod to 
boar him down by his superior weight. Over 
against the ropes they went, slipping and 
sprawling about tho stage, but never let- 
ting up on tho blows that M-CID showered 
thick and fast. Tho seconds, roforoes, time- 
keepers, and several" outsiders danced about 
tho ring until it was hard to tell whether 
there wero two men fighting or a dozen.

TOLEDO, Ohio, Sept. 1-1.—Tho opening re- 


gatta of tho Toledo Yacht club, which was 
held Monday, was one of the most exciting 
ever sailed on Lake Erie. Tho race was made 
over tho twenty-one mile triangular course 
outside oC Turtle light, and there wero the 
following stortors: Sloops Jennie J., Joso- 
phino and Silvia, of Detroit; sloop Reynolds, 
of Monroe, and tho sloops Alice Euright, 
Fonchon, Graham, Scud, Lulu, Oberon and 
Pearl, of Toledo. The starting gun was fired 
at 11:45, and the yachts got away in flno 
style, tho Scud and Enright leading. Tho 
race resulted in a victory for tho Oberon, 
ivhioh crossed tho lino at S:0-1:U5, with the 
Fanchou thirty seconds behind her. Tho 
Oboron was greeted with a. chorus of steam 
whistles from tho excursion bouts, and the 
older yachtsmen agreed that tho race was the 
finest ever sailed on Lake Erie. Tbe Oboron'3 
time was 3;(K:40, tho fastest over made by a 
wcond-class yacht on a twenty-one mile 
course on Luke Erie. 


Our National Preserve*. 


WASHINGTON CITY, 
Sept. I-).—D. 
W. 


Wear, lato superintendent of tho Yellowstone 
National park, has submitted his report for 
tho lost fiscal year. Ho reports gamo more 
plentiful than ever before; that elk, antelope, 
door and mountain sheep are tn largo herds. 
Hotel accommodations aro ample and rates 
reasonable. He recommends tho establish- 
ment of tt court in tho park, with exclusive 
jurisdiction over misdemeanors and power to 
Dxamino into and hold to bail cases of folony, 
to bo tried at tho court of nearest jurisdiction. 
As tho lost congress refused to appropriate 
for salaries of park officials, and provided for 
its being turned over to tho military. On the 
20th of August, Capt. Harris, of Troop M, 
First cavalry, took charge o£ the park.

status of tho Irish tenant, from the landlords' 
[oint ot view. The following portion oC tho 
IKiuipldet Ls furnished by the union 1'or circu- 
lation in America, and tho cost ol its trans- 
mission by.cablo iletrayctl 'by that organiza- 
tion: 


"Tho status of tho Irish tenant farmer 


within tho past sixteen yoars has undergone 
raavked amelioration, omng to tho onactmont 
of various remedial statutes. There has cer 
taiuly been a fall in prices, but, everything 
considered, there is nothiup; exceptionally bod 
in tho condition of np-iuulturo in Ireland. 
Tho L-ish tenant fnrnici's have greater ad- 
vantages in respect of tenure than runners 
elsewhere, and ivith improved methods thovo 
is reason to look to tho future with confidence, 
tho figures showing that full advantage has 
been taken of tho right to sell interests in 
holdings. 


"Laying aside all rhetorical bosh, it is 


necessary to ptato succinctly tho actual facts 
concerning evictions. By tho land act of 1SS1 
a tounut can not possibly bo evicted unless ho 
rails to i«iy his rant or refuses to comply with 
certain statutory conditions not forming im- 
iiginary grievances. Ejectment for non-pay- 
ment of rent can not bo brought for less than 
a yours rent, actually due, and should eject- 
ment bo brought tho tenant may redeem at 
any time within six montlis niter its execu- 
tion, or may within the same jjcripd sull his 
tenancy for the execution ot the ejectment to 
anybody who wishes to purchase', and who 
has tli« privilege of redeeming. 


this, tho tenant lias many other 


advantages; and, therefore, evictions aro 
both dangerous und costly to tho landlord, 
and aro only iiriicticed i:i extreme coses. 
Should a year's rent fidl due in September, 
October or November, the landlord can not 
gut u decree until the January sessions, und 
.iix months morn must elapse Ix^fore he can 
obtain possession of the land. Tho landlord 
Ls then liable to the tenant Cor tho crops 
thereon, so that nearly two years must elapse 
before lie can fully recover tho tenancy. 


"In 1SJ4 tho Irish holdings numbered. 5E,- 
,!, and the number o" evictions during tlio 


first six months of ISSli was only 2,007, a 
hu-ge majority ot tlieso being for more Uion a 
year's arrearage of rent. Caivfully prBpnrod 
returns show only St',0 eases of absolnto re- 
moval, mmiy of tho tenants ovietod luiving 
been i-cudtnittoU to their holdings. Indeed, 
man}' of the ^00 were rcinstatix! ay care-tak- 
ers (an additional important facl) by thp 
county courts. 
Tlie rules ill all cases of 


ejectment are such that tho county judge is 
able to grant such stay of execution as under 
tho circumstances ho considers reasonable, u 
similar course being frequently taken in su- 
perior courts.

tho subterranean shock. 
Those who wure in 


tho vicinity of tho shaft saw a great cloud of 
dust emerge from tho pit. Everybody felt 
that a foarful disaster had occurred, and Su- 
perintendent Atherton at onco ordered out 
ambulances and stretchers, and had them 
manned near tho mine to afford aid to tho 
injured. 


It took but a little timo to determine the 


extent of tho fall. 
Ic covered a vast area, 


und oxtonded from the top of Diamond vntn 
No 14 to the lowur votn, 200 foot balo\v. ThiV 
terrible subterranean wreck made n fearfu'- 
crosh, spreading death and terror within as 
well us without tho mine. The first intima- 
tion the miners had of their peril was in tho 
rush oC dust and debris along the galleriesand 
chambers of tho colliery. The air swept 
through with tho forco of a whirlwind, im- 
pcllod by tho mighty crash which came with- 
out a moment's warning. About "00 men and 
boys wore- employed in tho workings, 
Thn 


panic which followed was fearful 
TUOSP 


who were not caught by tbo bowlders ran To1 
their livtw, but found their progress most pnirv 
ful, ns tho rumbling and crashing sounds all 
about warned them that death was still near, 
and mode them Cool that every moment would 
bo their lose. Most of tho nioii worked their 
way out through the level into tho sunlight. 


Tho killed and missing, as nearly us could 


bo ascertained, wore as follows: John Shufer, 
a married miner, 50 years old, killed. He 
was found dead outside tho fall; John Cor- 
don, a laborer, ;'03roars of ago, imirrled, miss- 
ing; John Young, a minor, 55 years old, mlw- 
siiig; Patrick McNulty, married, sovon chil- 
dren, missing; Cornwc McGuini, a miner, 53 
years old, married, two children, missing; 
Patrick Kaviuiaugli, a minor, aged 45, mar- 
ried, six children, missing; Patrick Murphy, 


laborer, aged 35 yearn, single, missing; 


Patrick Harrison, a laborer, 35 years old, 
single, missing. 


Tho following are the name* of tho injured: 


Henry Shnfor, shoulder broken and three 
ribsbrokon; Thomas Hcaly, laborer, slightly 
,iurt; Joseph Jlcadyt driver, toes mashed; 
Goorgo Mason, miner, hand badly cut; Fetor 
Kelly, timber boss, struck on the back o£ tho 
icad and on tho shoulder by a falling rock, 


passed John Shafer, an elderly man, at
